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and was fingularly indiffereot to the (ait of his compo- 
fitioQS. They were for the mod part haftily tranfcribedy 
and frequently gtveh zw^y to the firil that afked them, 
without rcferving any cgpy for himfelf, fuppoiing they 
oaigbt be had at pkafure ; but in that he bimftlfy as well 
as the Editor, wag ojtea difappointed. When fome of 
his rooH favourite plepes ]vere wanted, they were not 
to be procured* Many pf (hem have been printed un- 
der other names, and fome anonymous ; and if refort 
were uot had t<> the Shamrocl^, a large variorum 
quarto, maay yea^s ago publiihed by the author and 
long out of print, the prefs muft have been fometimes 
l^ept fiaj^dtfig* The few Poem^ tranfplaoted from that 
volume 9re given with alterations and corredions, by 
1^ alitor, in this ; a fprig or two alfo from another 
hand, though inadvertently inferted, may prove an 
addition to the bouquet ; of this clafs may be reckoned 
fit few of the Protog^s and Epilogues to private plays ; 
a fpecies of amufement, which of late years has been re- 
vived, aud at prefent greatly prevails both in this and 
the fifter kingdom, RefpeAing the eligibility of fuch 
amufementSi as upon moft general topics, opinions are 
divided ; objed^ions not very liberal have been flarted 
againft them, and prejudices, perhaps equally unfound;- 
cd, are ftxH entertained. The queftion is taken up in

the occafona! pieces, partly for that purpofe introduc* 
cd ; thffj fpeak for themfelves. The £ditor is uncon- 
cerned in the ifiue, and incompetent to decide. Truth 
in any fhape is welcome to ^he lovers of truth, and 
knowlege and good fenfe are feldom advocates for 
error. The intrinfic merit of thofe compofitions feem* 
ed to entitle them to a better chance for prefervation 
than was likely in their detached ftate, and in general 
the elevated rank and chara&ers of the refpedivc 
writers, who alfo bore a part in the performance, flamp 
their arguments with authority, fupported by the rc- 
{ponfibility of their Jiames and example. The bills of 
the Dramatis Perfonae were taken from the puUic prints 
a,nd critiques of the day, corre6ked from perfoAsd know- 
lege and information. It may hereafter be matter of 
curioiity to know, what ideas, in the eighteenth cen- 
tury, perfons of learning and tafle entertained of the 
otium cum dignitate^ and that, amidft the fedu6tions of 
wealth, luxury and exotic refinement, all were not alike 
attached to cards, 41ce, intemperance aud frivolity. 

Several poems from the Shamrock have repeatedly 
appeared in London without acknowlegement, and 
often incorredkly copied ; the author wrote to fome of 
the publifters on this head and furnifhed them with 
lift? of errata, which they promifed to obferve in the 

future 
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future impreffions ; but the poems have been fince re- 
publifhedf with all their imperfedions on their heads. 
It was in contemplation to give a correfb edition of 
thofe pieces ; but that bufmefs is referved for a future 
ixxafion. The Editor flatters himfelf bis readers will 
not £nd much to blame on the fcore of inaccuracy ; 
a typographical error, an irregular fyllablc or a falfe 
pointing, maj have etcaped him ; but he truds none 
very material to the injury of tlie fenfe. Candour will 
admit the plea of youth and inexperience, as well as 
the difficulty of attaining perfe£^ion.

The little produdion flow fiibtuftted to the public 
eye was written on the pcrformaiice of Jane Shore, 
It made its appearance in manufcripty when that play^ 
among others, was 6rft afted by a party of Ladies 
and Grentlemen for their private entertainment at a 
\^orthy friend^s in the neighbourhood ; and to a fimilar 
circumftance, tho^ at a diftant period, the revival of 
the fame tragedy, [March i6th, 1790,3 in which fc- 
-veral of the fame party were concerned, at Lady Bur- 
t6tves*8. It owes its introdu6^ion to the Prcfs. A 
!6ookfefler fome years ago faw it in the Writer's ftudy, 
and obtained from him a kind of indireft promife that 
he fhould have it to publifti; tut through want of . 
Icifure, or perhaps inclination, to give it a thorough 
revifal, it was froth time to time poftponed, till on the 
prefent occallon a copy was produced, and it appeared 
Kkely to be brought forward from another quarter. 
This being apprized of, the writer could no longer 
Befitate ; choofing rather to commit it to the candour 
oF the Public, impelled; as it is, than to become re- 
jponfiSle for faults that were not hit own. He is of a 

b profefEoD, 
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profeiiion,, it is pretty generally known, that aSbrdft 
him little opportunity for amufement ; but, if all modes 
of relaxation are not prohibited, as he is wholly an* 
acquainted with t}>e l^iftory of the ^our Kings, and 
conftitutionally difqualified for the org^i^ of Bacchus, 
poffibly this way of diverting his moments of leifure 
may be as excufable as any. 

In a compofition of this purport, the introdu6Uon 
of India affairs (at the 920th line in the firft edition^ 
in this the 758) from which it might (cem ^t firft fo 
entirely difconneAed, may^ as well as other things, he 
fe^, excite animadverfion, and expofe him to unfa- 
vourable ftridures ; yet, in the pature of an Epifode, 
be perfus^dcs himfelf the deviation is not too violent, 
and may be allowable on the fcore of variety, in one 
point of view, at leaft, not abfolutely foreign to the 
bulinefs of the piece. The Tragic Mufe, reputed of 
Grecian origin, cannot always be confined to Greek 
and Roman fubjeds, now growing trite and almoft 
exhaufted. Hereafter new fields of a£iion may be 
opened to her, and Genius exercife itfelf to sfdvantagc 
in the difplay of Eaftern Manners ^nd Cuftoms. A 
fcene of Oriental diftrefs, the cataftrophe of an inno- 
cent, oppreffcd, and unfortunate Afiatic, may excite 
compaffion in the breads of our virtuous pofterity with 
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ds mucK elFedl as any of claflic extra6Uon9 and plead 
the Author's apology lor the admiflion of their la- 
mentable ftory here. The courfe of reading and con- 
verfation he was frequently engaged in gave a bias to 
his reflections, and many (hocking details he had 
Iiftened to from thofe who had long been reAdents on 
the fpot, and avowed themfelves eye-witneflcs of the 
fa6ls they related. The impreflions they made on his 
mind were flrong and forcible ; they feized upon his 
imagidation, and the impulfe was not to be refifted- 
Such was the tenour of his thoughts in May i779» 
when the whole, in its prefent form, was committed to 
paper. To occurrences of more recent notoriety there 
could be no reference, and to the difgrace of human 
nature, fufScient were the evils previoufly on record. 
If in the pid^ure any features of fubfequent times 
be difcemable, it muil arife from the family likenefs.; 
or if, gentle reader ! thou be difpofed to do the writer 
grace, impute it to infpiration, from the in&ncy of

Confonnably to that prac- 
tice, the 40th line is tak^n entire from the Fair 
Penitent, and to obviate the charge of plagiarifm, dif- 
tinguifhed by the ufual fignature of a quotation. — 
Here the writer takes leave, once for all to ackROW- 
lege that, fn a few other inftances, for the purpofc oi" 
illuftrating and enforcing his fubjed, he has ftudioufly 
imitated the turn of e^^preflion, or adopted a favourite 
phrafe from the paflage alluded, to, in other writers, 
without particularizing it by any mark or intimation ; 
deeming it fuperfluous to the learned reader, who necda 
no monitor to recognize an old acquaintance, and 
which he may be pleafed to meet with ia a nove.1

Hi^ tales, iniii^table indee4 for tl^eir verfiA^liPA, are 
rooilly tranjflatioDS from Boccace. laftaaces alfo.may 
be adduced from his Mafque of King Artjp^vir, where he

Gray, it has been fatd, is indebted to an appropriation 
of the like kindj for the greeted part of his juftly-ad- 
mired Elegy in a. Country Church- Yard. The writer 
does not advance this aflertion invidioufly, or of -his 
own authority; whatever the merit, of the dffcovervr» 
it belongs to Mr. GifFard, a gentleman of this city, a 
profcfled admirer of Gray's,, well ftocfced with poetic 
literature ; and to the happy application of it in his 
harangues, he owes much of his reputation, as a public 

fpeaker. 
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fpeaker. Meetirig him on^ evening in his walks, he 
told the writer, that a fe^' days bcfoie, in turning 
over fome books at Watfon the bookfeller's, who then 
lived in Dame-ftreet| he dipped into an old Collef^ion 
of Poems, and, to his great furprife, popped upon one, 
in an obfolete ftyle, from which Gray bad copied al- 
moll the whole of his Elegy. Six or feven years after, 
in Auguft 1787, the writer w^s iy Loridoti, and had 
the gratification of dining in company with Peter Pin- 
dar : In the converfation after dinner, the Karnes of 
feveral of our Poets, with fome interefting anecdotes 
concerning them, were introduced; the name of Gray 
Was not forgotten. Peter, a copioils fon of Apollo, 
thought Gray could hardly be admitted of the number ; 
alledging, if he had polTefled the true poetic fpirit, 
he could not have reftrained its ardour, and confe- 
quently mud have written more. It was faid, the 
Elegy alone was fuflicient to immortalize his claim ; to 
this he qppofed his objections. Any gentleman, be 
infifted, of good education and claffical tafte, might 
make a lucky hit or two ; that merit was Gray's : he 
had produced a few good things ; but the Ekgy in a 
Country Church^Tard was certainly not Us own. This 
was his aflertion ; it was unqualified and openly de- 
clared ; in corroboration of which, he related an incident 

in 
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in the courfe of his own reading, exadlly parallel to 
Mr. Giffard's account, which before had not been hint- 
ed at, and was then firft comoaunicated to the facetious 
Bard: unfortunately neither of them recoUeded the 
Qame of the author, nor the title of the colledion in 
queftion. CoUufion there could have been none ; thefe 
gentlemen were of different kingdoms ; not perfonally 
acquainted, and between them no intercourfe ever ex- 
iiled. A coincidence of circumdances fo extraordinary, 
efbbliflies the authenticity of the evidence beyond dif- 
pate, and leaves not the fmallefi rooxx) to fuppofe a fa« 
brication. It is by no means here adduced to detra^ 
from the merit of Gray ; but to excite the laud?ble 
fpiiit of inquiry for fucji a literary curiofity, in hopes 
of recovering tp the world the parent of fo charming 
an offspring. It woi^ld, do.ubtlefs, prove a fource of 
gratification to the ingenuous mind to obfervc the im* 
provementSy tp mark the deviation^, and to trace the 
jcefemblanc^. 

A refped^able critic has obferved on the foregoing 
narrative — " That if either gentleman had difcovered 
a very decided plagiarifm, he could not have forgot the 
book in which he faw it ; from this clrcumftance," he

may have occurred to each poet." — The writer is not 
«rtaciou8 of the point ; he is merely the relater of a 
Coriverfation, interefting for it« fuhje6^, which he has 
fince had frequent opportunities of reviving with 
Mr. Giifard, who invariahly adhet-es to his ft^ft po- 
fit ion.

Sterne, the Rabelais of Britain, has great originaUty ; 
yet Sterne feems indebted for fome of his nobleft maf- 
ter-ftrokes to the immortal Father of our Drama* That 
beautiful pa£&ge of Uncle Toby's oath, and the con- 
fequent behaviour of the Angels, fo finely imagined id 
the ftory of Le Fevre, fo juftly admired, and fo often 
quoted as peculiarly Sterne^ may poffibly originate 
from the fame prolific fource. Turn to the laft fcene 
of the fourth ad of Richard the Second, and it will be 
found, that the poet's eye in a fine frenzy rolling, long 
before Sterne, had glanced at the records in the book 
of heaven. 

The faftidious Swift, who is held up as a fingulaj: 
example of chaftity in this refpedt, nexerthelefs coun* 
tenances the praf^ice, and ftands .convided of poach** 
iog« His advocates, when the charge of indelicacy is 
brought forward^ enter their protefi;^ and reft his de- 
fence^ upon the Receipt to form a Beauty^ addrefied 
to Mrs. Biddy Floyd.

Plerhaps in fome par<Krifiii 
of contrition, the Reverend Cynic intended it as an ex- 
piatory (acrifice for hia many unwarrantable yiolations 
of decency and good manners; but when it is under- 
ftood how great a fhare of the offering belongs to La 
Fontaine, which will appear by confultin^ a. poem of 
his addrefled to Madame de Fontanges^ (6) the whole 
credit ef it cannot be allowed to the Dean of Stf 
Patrick's, though he has no where thought it ne^ 
oeflary to acknowlege the obligation. The f^nguiae 
abettors of Home-Manufadure have dexteroufly at* 
tempted to turn the tables, and contend CQntfline> as 
probably borrowed from Swift.

Madamoifelle was feen in the (hops of Paris^ 
and much admired in the year 1696; ihe muil then 
have been of fbfhe age, for pa^a was dead, and the 
publication poilHunious.

Tt was in the year 1 707, 
that p6etical phenomenon fprung from the parturient 
brain of our canonical Jupiter ; confequently pt^ce* 
dihce {s indilpiitably the birth-riglit of MadathoiTeDe;

BIddy'i 
Graiid-mother. It (s fomething remarkable, that in 
the fame volame^ hot ten pages farther on, is the origin 
likl of a beautiful fong ( 7 ) infer ted in the 1 6th number 
of the Guardkn, as itfelf an original, and fo received 
b^ e^ readers for qqw altnoil a century. 

Wfere we lb l6ok %lbroad for precedents^ La Fon- 
taift'i himfelf freely eonfcffcs (8) he tranfplants fMam 
others whatever he finds of peculiar e-xcellenoe fit for 
his purpofe, and endeavours to hide it by giving his 
own the fame air and complexion. We find alio the 
^tikmiiious and c^uleilt Voltaire, without fcruple, ma-

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might have drawn from the fame fource ; the Indian 
Legends. Homer himfelf, there is foundation to pre- 
fume» was not unacquainted with the Scriptures. A 
learned critic has demonftrated his intimacy with the 
ProphetSy particuhrly^ Ifaiah : upon nearer examina* 
tiouy it would feem, that Abraham's offering up liaac, 
gave birth to the pathetic Legend of the facrifice of 
Iphigenia ; that Balaam's Afs was preceptor to the 
' horfe of Achilles ; Shimeiy the Archetype of Ther- 
iitesy and Jephthah the progenitor of Idomeneus of 
Crete. 

Not only in poetry, but in other branches^ Muficy 
Grammar, and Qriticifm, authors palpably tread in 
each other's ftepsi and many an ingenious difcovery, 
which modern promulgators deem veritably their own, 
has been anticipated by their fore&thers. The analy- 
iis of the alphabet and theory of oral founds, incul- 
cated by a late eminent Philologifi, appear with ftrik- 
ing features of fimilarity in Holder's Xlements of 
fpeech and others, publittied upwards of a century and 
half before. Dr. K. in his Dictionary ufes figures 
placed over the vowels, to afcertain their refpef^ive 
powers, and, in a more recent publication by another 
handj it is faid^ he w^s the firft who bit upon that 

^ixpedienty 
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expedient, though feveral years antecedent to both, 
Sheridan in his Ledures, which, it is evident, the Dr. 
copied, had fet the example. It were to be wifhed, 
fome fcheme of uniformity had prevailed among our 
modem orthoepifts; for by their unneceilary.and capri- 
cious variations, without fecuring to themfdves the 
claim of originality, the fubjedk is iniwlved in a fiate 
dfconfufion worfe confounded, and pronunciation, amid 
the cloud of contending authorities, remains in its 
primitive uncertainty. The writer aHb has been a 
labourer in the fame vineyard. His mode of pronurici- 
ation, he would gladly reft upon the authority of the 
beft of his contemporaries ; but which is the beft ?

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This, with another in a more recent compofitiony re- 
motely analogous to one of Gray's, was firft pointed 
out by that excellent Ador, and no lefs valuable man, 
the late Mr. Henderfon ; between whom and the wri- 
ter, he is proud of this opportunity to declare, there 
fubfifted an intimacy and friendihip till his death. 

If, upon the whole, it ihould be thought the fubjeA 
is treated in a manner too defultory, the writer can 
only fay, a Syllematic Trcatife was not his defign.

naturally led him to touch upon the dtftcaltles add dlf- 
couragements attending it as a profeflion, to which un- 
wary youth, with little Or no profpc6i of fuccefs, by 
contemplating its allurements, and viewing it through 
a falfe medium, are often feduced. The iketch, tho' 
flight and haftily thrown together, fs, ncverthclefs, 
faithful; the refult of obfervation, and verified by ex* 
perience.

$OME imitators, fooliih animals I confefs, follow, like liriie 
iSieep, the fhepherd of Mantua. I make ufe of him in a dif- 
ferent manner ; and fuffering myfelf to he diredled in the way, 
often hazard the attempt of walking alone. This cuftom I (hall 
always follow ; my imitation is not fervility. I only catch the 
ideas, the forms, and the itdes which 'Our mafters themfelva 
formerly followed. If, hefides this, any paifage of peculiar 

* 

excellence can be introduced into my verfes, without violence, 
I tranfplant it there, and endeavour to hinder it from appear- 
ing mifplaced, by giving my own the fame air of antiquity. 
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This very paflage exemplifies the declaration; for 
it is itfelf taken from Vida, of which the ClafTic Reader 
may be fully fatisfied by turning to the Third Book 
of his Poetics ; particularly the paragraph beginning 
with the 170th line. The reader will alfo there fee the 
great ufe Pope has mad^ of the fame author ; to pro- 
duce the parallel paifages would require more room 
than could conveniently be fp'ared ; little lefs than to 
tranfcribe the whole EiTay on Criticifm. It is for 
like reafon needlefs to adduce paflages from Dryden's 
King Arthur, &c. to prove his familiarity with Taffb, 
and other Italian writers, from whom even the illimi- 
mitable genius of Milton did not difdain occafionally 
to take hints. 

In the Preface to the firft Edition of this Poem I 
obfcrved, that Milton's Allegory of Sin and Deaths 
and the circumftances of Parnell's admirable Poem, 
the Hermit, are borrowed with inconfiderable variation, 
from an old folio in the black letter, printed by Wynkin 
DE Words. Quoting from memoiy, I fell into a flight 
miftake refpedling Milton ; I ftiould have faid the 
Defcription of Sin, However, fome gentlemen, to 
whofe judgment and tafte I pay the greateft deference, 
have exprefled their wifhes that I had been more ex- 
plicit in defcribing the book and giving the paflages at 
large— This I now proceed ta do. The title page is 
wanting, except which the book is perfe<3 and in the

Ih the fkat X756, when Mr. SftiniSAfr, after an inttfrregmun 
of two yean, was called from Bngland to reftzme the goTem- 
iaettt of SbiVtk-aUey, he procured, among other conflderabfe 
acqoiiitiofi^, thft affifta&cc of Mr. and Mb. Wilder. They tame 
out, ^itrda^ Decfttnber the 17th) in MACBfeATb and Polly, 
#hk:h t^y performed to crowded hooles op^crards of twenty 
sightt, beiides benefits ; and long after the Beggar's Opera eon- 
tinbed in fafhion. The Cock-and-BulI, a favourite fong, was alio 
then introduced b^ Wildi:* with great fucceft; and the Oracle, 
ah Opera in' two aAs by Mrs. CiBBtfe, was got up, in which 
Xlrt, Wild Eft, partScularly excellent in girls* parts, petf6rmed 
CtntbiA, andWiLDta, OBEtioN,towhom ftie playfully givdt 

the tattit bf CfiAfcMEa.: In courfe Of time, whenMossop 

aftliiifcd thA reins, WtLOfea was appointed his deputy. The 
attachment Was an unfortunate 6'ne, and involved him in per- 
Jfttoal difficulties : As a kind Of recompcncc for which, Mossor 
tStttA to ftlrferider in his favour. He next joined the ftandard 
ef BAiat, and aftei'warcis followed the fortunes of the late 
t'flottAS ItTDER, 'till his power was fuperfeded ; and, as Ryder 
hlmfelf led the way, he engaged under the banners of hit 
fncceffor. WiLder Wis upwards of forty years on the 
Stage : the laft thirty-two of which he fpent in Dublin, and 
never once forfodk his colours while his employer was able 
to ftand his ground. H16 flrft Wife dying in that interval, he 
tnarried a fecond, (till living, who by her perfoual advantages, vir- 
tue and conciliating manners, dock honour to her hoble extra«^ion 
In the year tySS, Wilder bdcaftife fo difg'ufted with his fitu- 
ation, he quit the Stage, and applied hlmfelf wholly to his 

original 
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original occupation, a Painter. His laft appearance was for His 
own benefit, Friday, May i6th, 1 788, when he performed his 
two mod capital parts, Colonel Oldbot in Lionel and Clariila, 
and Major Bknbow in the Flitch of Bacon. After which he 
came forward, in great agitation, and addrefied the audience ; 
but with difficulty proceeded, almoft fubdued by his feelings; 
his tears, which he ftrnggled to fupprefs, frequently choaked 
his utterance; floods of fenfibility poured from every eye, and 
at every paufe the houfe attefted the poor fellow's honeft af' 
iertions with reiterated burfts of concurrent acclamation.— -It 
was a trying, an afieAing crifis : his auditors to a man feemed 
emulous who ihould moil do honour to his exit-^fuch is the 
prevalence of a good Charader ! 

f^ The following authentic Anecdote fumiihes a fbiking 
proof of the reduced ftate of the fbige in Mossop*s time, and 
of Wiloer's unfbaken fidelity. About the year 1766, early 
in May, two favourite performers, united in a fecond benefit, 
as compenfation for arrears of iaiary. Dr. Fleury, a friend of 
both, took places, and, at the ufual time, fent his fervant to keep 
them. At feven o'clock he went, with two ladies, to the houfe; 
but, to his great furprize ! found the fervant on the outfide playing 
ball. The doors had not been opened : however they foon gpt 
in, and, when the curtain drew up, only one lady, the Counters 
of Brandon, appeared in the Boxes. The band confiiled of 
one folitary Fiddler, and a minuet in Abel's jft Overtures, 
ftrummed over and over, was the fum of his Performance. 
Her Ladyihip, finding her fituation rather awkward, joined 
the Dodor's party in the Lattices. — ^The Play was the Fatal 
CuRiosiTT : The Manager himfelf, with the ftrcngth of a 
refpedahle company, adled in it ; yet the receipts fell ihort of five 
pound! — In this Period alfo, June 1760, poor Wxxder had

HISTORICAL ANECDOTES, ORIGINALXETTERS, &c. 

INCIDENTAL TO THK SUBJECT. 

Pe^e I. Verfe 6. Beywutatt temperance^ f^e, " IN the very torrent^ 
tempeft and, as I may fay, whiriwind of your paffion, you muft 
acquire and beget a temperante^ that may give it fmoothneis. 
O ! it offends me to the foul, to hear a robuiluous, periwigs 
pated fellow tear a paffion to tatters, to very rags, to fplit the 
ears of the groundlings/* &c.— "— Shakfpeare, vol. z. p. 64. 
Capell's Edition.— —As the name of Pritchard occurs more 
than once in the courfe of this Eifay, the reader may probably ^ 
wifh to be better acquainted with her chara(fter, which, for the 
prefent, will be fufficiently illuftrated by a ihort eztrad from 
Bodiley's Annual Regifter, for the year 1768, volume XI. where 
it may be feen more at large, written upon her quitting the 
fiage, fome ihort time before her death. — ''*^ Mrs. Pritchard has 
been near forty years upon the fiage ; what has been often laid 
of the famous Mrs. Bracegirdle, may be as juftly applied to her ; 
that though greatly flattered, furrounded by temptations, and 
upon the ihige, fhe left it with an unblemifhed charader,** 
&c. — " If our ftage could have a fucceflion of fuch a&refies 
as Mrs. Pritchard, the public would never want rational amufe* 
ment, nor tiie ftage worthy examples to contradi(5l the llander, 
falfehood, and perverfenefs of fome fanatical preachers and 
writers.* *--"-For an account of her fair cotemporary and rival 
in the honours of the Buikin, the reader may confult the Bio- 
graphia Dramatica, vol. i. under the word Cibber; ihe died 
January 30th 1776. When the news of her deceafe was brought

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to Garrick, he pronounced her eulogitun etrtphatically in a feiT 
words : Then Tragedy expired with her, Garrick abdi- 
cated the govcrnmciit of Old Dniry in the iamc year, 1776. 

P^g' 3» *• 49- — Laureate Cihber^ or the arcbcoxcwnb Tbe, — ^The- 
ophilus Cibber \Va8 fon pf the Laureate and Patentee of that 
name, both excellent in the fame line of adtng : fee Biog. Dram. 
He was as very a coxcomb off the ftdge ss 6n it — always in 
needy and involved circumftances, and was at lad drowned 
in the Irifh fea, along with feveral others engaged for Dublin, 
which proved a fevere blow to Mr. Sheridan the Manager 
(mbarrafled by a fonnidabie oppofition there. 

Cibber the elder, had a daughter named Cktrlotte, who alfo 
took to the ftage ; her fubfequent life was one continued feries 
of misfortune, affli<5fcions and diftrefs, which Ihe fometimes con- 
trived a little to alleviate by the produdlions of her pen. About 
the year 1 755, fhe had worked up a novel for the prefs, which 
the writer accompanied his friend the bookielkr to he<!ir read; 
Ihe was at this time a widow, having been married te one 
Charke a mufician, long lince dead. Her habitation was a 
wretched thatched hovel, fituated on the way to Iflington in the 
purlieus of Clarkenwel Bridewell, not very diflant from the new 
River Head, where at that time it was ufual for the fcavengers 
to leave the cleanfings of the ftreets, and the priefts of Cloacin 
to depofit the offerings from the temples of that all-worihipped 
Power. The night preceding a heavy rain had fallen, which 
rendered this extraordinary feat of the mufes almoft inacceffible, 
fo that in our approach we got our white ilockings inveloped 
with mud up to the very calves, which fnmifhed an appear- 
ance much in the prefent fafhionable ilyle of half boots. We 
knocked at the door (not attempting to puU the latch firing) 
which was opened by a tall, meagre, ragged figure, with a 
bine apron', indicating, what elfe we might have doubted, tht 
feminine gender. A perfcd model for the copper captain's tatp

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tered landlady ; that deplorable exhibition of the fair fex, in the 
comedy of Rulc-a-Wife. She with a torpid voice and hungry 
fmile defircd xu to walk in. The firft objeift that prcfcnted itfclf 
was a drefler, clean, it mull be confefied, and fumilhcd with three 
or four coarfe delf plates, two brown platters, and underneath 
an earthen pipkin and a black pitcher with a fnip out of it. 
To the right we perceived and bowed to the miftrefs of the 
tnanfion fitting on a maimed chair under the mantle piece, by 
a fire, merely fufiicient to put us in mind of flarving. On 
one hob fat a monkey, which by way of welcome chattered at 
our going in ; on the other a tabby cat, of melancholy afpedl ! 
and at our author's feet on the flounce of her dingy petticoat 
reclined a dog, almoft a (keleton ! he raifed his fhagged head and 
eagerly ftaring with his bleared eyes, faluted us with a fnarl. 
* Have done, Fidele ! thcfc are friends.* The tone of her voice 
was not harfli ; it had fomething in it humbled vid difconfolate; 
a mingled effort of authority and pleafure — Poor foul! few 
were her vifitors of that defcrlption— no wonder the creature 
barked !— -A magpie perched on the top rung of her chair, not an 
-uncomely ornament ! and on her lap was placed a mutilated pair 
of bellows, the pipe was gone, an advantage in their prefent 
office, they ferved as a fuccedaneum for a writing deik, on 
which lay dlfplayed her hopes and treafure, the manufcript 
of her novel. Her ink- (land waa a broken tea-cup, the pen 
, worn to a ftump; ihe had but one! A rough deal board with 
three hobbling fupporters was brought for our convenience, on 
which without farther ceremony we contrived to fit down and 
entered upon bufinefs—The work was read, remarks made, al- 
terations agreed to and thirty guineas demanded for the copy. 
The fqualid handmaiden, who had been an attentive liilener, 
ftretched forward her tawny length "of neck with an eye 
of anxious expeAation !— -The bookfelleir offered, five !— Our 
authorefs did not appear hurt ; difappointments had rendered 
bcr mind callous ^ however fome altercation infucd. This was 

the 
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the writer's &ft initiation intp the myftcriee of bibllopoliOn and 
the ftate of authorcraft. fie, feeing both fides pertinacious, at 
length interpofed, and at his infiance the wary haberdaiher of 
literature doubled his firft propofal with this (aving proyifoe, 
that his fiiend prefent would pay a moiety and run one half 
the riik; which was agreed to. Thus matters Were accommo- 
idated, feemingly to the latisfadion of all parties; the lady'a 
original ftipulation of fifty copies for herfelf being preyioufly 
acceded to. Such is the (tory of the once-admired daughter of 
Coll^y Cibber, Poet Laureate and patentee of Drury-lane, who 
-waa born in affluence and educated with c^re and tendernefs, 
her fervants in livery, and a fplendid equipage at her comr 
mand, with fwarms of time-ferving fycophants officioufly bu2> 
zing in her train ; yet unmindful of her advantages and impro- 
vident in her purfuits, ihe finished the career of her miiierabla 
exiflence on a dupghiU. 

The account given of this unfortunate woman is literally 
c'orredl in every particular, of which, except the circumflance 
of her death, the writer himfelf was an eye-witnefs* 

' J^age 3. verfe ^^.——^Tiuould make a Macklin fmlle, Charlcf 
Macklin, generally reputed a man of auilere manners, fixes 
the aera of his nativity in the clofc of the laft century ; he is 
ftill living {1791) ; but fo infirm of body and reduced in cir- 
cumftanccs, that a fubfcriptiofi, it is faid, is now on foot for his 
fopport; if Jie has conftitution to weather out nine years longer 
he may rank co-evalwith Neftor, the oldeft of the Greeks, who, 
as we learn from Homer, faw three centuries. Macklin is now 
father of the ftage, upon which he maintained a diflinguifhed 
' reputation upwards of fixty year?. You ! who enjoy youth and 
the blelEngs of profperity, fuffer not his hoary head to fink in 
forrow to the grave.

•^— Our dramatic writers frequently take the fubjeds of their 
tragedies &om true hiftory ; but fo confound and pervert fads, 
diilort charaders and cloud their pidures with foreign incident*, 
that of the original fcarce any veftige remains difcoverable but the 
names. This may make the fcholar fmile ; but to the young 
and unlettered, who conftitute the major part of moib audiences, 
it is of ferious concern. Many of them have little or no know-* 
lege of fuch nfiatters but what they glean from the delufive 
portraits l»t>ught forward on the ftagtf, mere caricatures of 
ixature and truth, which, heightened by the pomp and brilliancy 
of didion with the fuperadded graces and powers of repreien- 
tation, induce forcible and lafting imprefiions. The unwary 
Ipedators imbibe fidion in prejudice of reality, ^nd, under the 
influence of chimerical illuilon, forming their notions and 
reafonings upon the erroneous and falfe ftatements of the poet, 
are hurried into a labyriijth of vague and ridiculous conclufions. 
The improvement of the fable is a bad argument for the fub- 
verfion of truth ; and if morality be the objed, it can be but 
ill advanced by the exhibition of falfehpod. The very means 
of fupporting it injures the caufe. Jane Shore was a proper 
fubjed for tragedy, and * tho' fo many vulgar errors have prcr- 

* vailed concerning this celebrated delinquent, no charader in 

* hiftory has been more perfedly handed down to us/ If in 
any cafe the truth of hiftory might be violated, perhaps in fuch 
it were leaft reprehenfible. The authentic page of her real ftory 
was feldomfeen and little known ; the legendary tale, calculated 
no doubt for good purpofes, was in exterjfive circulation and 
currently received; Rowe therefore had an optipn, and of this 
he availed himfelf, preferring the legend, to which he pretty 

flo/ely 
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doCdj tdheret, and judiciouflf, as the moft popular and niter* 
cfiiBg of the two. Dr. Percy in his reliques of ancient Engiiih 
poetrj', vol. %. page 254. edit. 3. gives a correal copy oi the 
old balUdy to which is prefixed the genuine portrait <if her, 
aa drawn by two maflerly pens. Sorae additional particulars 
nsy prove acceptable, from documents equally authentic and 
cvriotts, which not being noticed by the Rt. Rev. learned and 
vccnrate editor oi the reliques moft probably efcaped his 
ic&arch.

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Her name-fake of more modem note» feems advantagcoofly to 
purfue her (leps; (he made her debut in Monimia, at Crow- 
ftreet, Febrnary 17, 1790 ; has fince occafionally tried both 
the buikin and the fock, and her attempts have been attended 
with reputation and fuccefs.— At the prefent writing, (this 
being part of what was inferted fince the firft publication) 
Aug. 1790, fhe is but fe^enteen; an age furrounded with innu- 
merable difqualifications ; yet favourable to the cultivation of 
talents, and fecure of confplcuity with difcretion and care.

The following curious Relation is taken literally from one of 

our immaculate newfpapers : 
A few evenings ago two bailiffs took their myfterious (lands 
at the corner of a ftreet not many miles from Chancery-lane, 
in order to intercept a gentleman who had dined there — about 
leven o'clock, the gentleman, having probably received fome 
intelligence •f iHtitfet made by thefe human poachers, appeared 
with a ihining blade in one hand, and an excellent Shillela 
towel in the other ; the catchpoles ieeing their game, advanced^ 
and the defined vid^im of durance vile made a full ftop, faid, 
' Fellows! if you have any bufinefs with me I am ready to re- 
ceive you." The bailiffs, finding themfelves difappointed and 
likely to have caught the wrong fow by the ear, thought pnn 
per to retreat, efpecially as their good friends the mobility,, 
whom they are rather cautious of difobliging, began to ailem- 
ble. The gentleman was fainted by three cheers, and the 
catchpoles were treated with the fignificant found of voarf 
haivk^ which accompanied them to the lower CafUe^Gate. 
From the known difpofition and general chanuSier of this kind 
it is not improbable that they may fwear a refcue ; but many 
witnefles can prove that the intended prilbner owed his freed<»n 
to his own intrepidity and preparation, and no adUon lies for 
hifling and groaning fuch deteftcd performers off any fiage 

where they appear. 

What 
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What a chara<5lGri(lIc defcription of a wife and virtuous 
people ! what an encouragement to Legiilators to ftudy redrefs 
of grievances, is here \ what wit ! what humour ! Is it D0t» 
reader ! a funny paragraph ? — alas ! — 'tis wanting what ihoukl 
follow ; the cataftrophe (hould follow ; hot to that, we will cha- 
ritably fuppofe, the facetious author was a ftranger. The Gen* 
tkman creditor, he tells us, had dined, and, we may fairly con- 
clude, had taken a hearty hottle ; hut the credulous plaintiff, who 
had parted with his property, and trufled to the impoiing ap- 
pearance of the Gentleman, had not dined; he h^d no 
appetite, no dinner to eat. The debt had been long conttaded ; 
every indulgence had been given, and in confequence of the 
Gentleman's receipt aflurances, corroborated with the moft 
folemn oaths, the unfortunate man, agaic^ deceived, had promifed 
his importunate landlord immediate payment of his rent, which 
by the difappointment he was unable to accompliih — a keepei^ 
-was laid upon his hpufe, he loft his bufin^fs, his creditors were 
apprized of it, and he was taken and lodged in t^e Marflialfea, 
where, if his misfortunes have not put a period to his exiftencq 
he languiihes an obje<5t pf commiferation. He had a family ; an 
infirm old father, a wifp and children ; they were turned into 
the fireets and expofed to all the bitternefs of want. His only 
daughter had the misfortune to be handfome-, and her poverty 
and diilrefs expofed her to the folicitations of bafenefs. — Is this 
a fcene for fport and laughter ? — can a commercial people hope 
to thrive ? can a nation ever be bleifed, where fuch flagrant 
outrages againft law and juftice are not only connived at but 
encouraged and fupported ? It is (aid, we ihould hope without, 
foundation, that the Iherifis in difierent parts of the country, 
when they have occaiion to vidt the public fairs and markets, 
make it a practice to advertife before hand their intention, that 
gentlemen, againft whom they have writs, may be upon their 
guard, and not lay them under the neceiHty of doing their duty : 
this is not the cuftoth of a neighbouring country, where the

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iaws are fuficred to take their couife. The writer was preient, 
not many years ago, in a firft rate manufa&tiring town, wKere a 
gentleman of Tery confiderable fortune had contraAed a debt of 
fifty odd pounds ; but, prefuming upon his own confequence and 
the defpifed inferiority of his creditor, with-held paymen t a 
writ was at length iflued ; the confUble, a decent tradefinan, 
with his fbaff in his hand, accompanied only by his follower. 
Went to the market-place, at an hour it was moll crowded, in 
quefb of the opulent defaulter, and, having him pointed out, 

gave him the eledrical tap there was no attempt at a refcae 

•—no Iheers — ^no ware-hawk — no diftuibance — ^it was a com- 
tnon caufe ; the law was peaceably executed and the creditor 
was paid his jtlft demand— -&ere trade is encouraged, it 
flouriflxes — ^the middle and lower orders of the people receive 
Che rewards of their indoftry, affluence and comfort every 
where attend them ; it is feen in their habitations, it appears 
in their perfons, and not only the town alluded to, in a re- 
markable degree, but the whole nation (hows the falutary and 
happy effeds of an equitable adisiiniftration of juiHce, and a 
due refped for the laws. — Unprincipled debtors make hard- 
hearted creditors, of this charader there are men in all coun- 
tries, and their condud is often highly rcprehenilble and cruel ; 
but thoiie are more notoriouily of the tribe, who aflume the fiyle 
and title of Gentlemen — they gflnd the face of the poor and 
needy, take advantage of the diftrefles to which themfelvet 
have probably been inftrumental, and batten at eafe on the 
fruits of chicanery andoppreflion. The fabricators of contumely 
draw no line of diflindion, involving in their cenfures and is- 
4]icriminaCie raillery, thofe of every defcription, which, with 
whatever pretences to tendemefs and humanicyi tends to fap 
every principle of integrity, and proves equally an imputation 
on their morals and their judgment. 

It is too palpable to require illullration what effeds fuch no- 
table animadverlions are likely to produce in the miuds of 

youta, 
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yocfth, fufceptible of impreffion, Indifferent to coniequencci, 
and, from their levity and inexperience, liable to falfe condufi- 
ons. Nor is it l^s notorious how frequently they are played 
upon, run to enormous expence and brought into the moll 
inextricable difficulties, when they fall, as is but too commonly 
the cafe, into the hands of mercenary, artful, ^d porrupt 
pracflitioners. 

JPage ao, wrfi svy. H«nry Moflbp was born in the year 
1729, his father, a clergyman, was rei^or of Tuam, in the 
province of Connaught, in the kingdom of Ireland, where he 
mofUy r^ilded, univerft^lly beloved. Vpung Moflbp, as well as 
his father, was bred In Trinity College, Dublin, where he pur- 
fued his ftudifss with diligence and credit, and at the regular 
time obtaij^ed his^ degrees. His firfl: appearance on the ftage 
^^as at Smock-alley, Thurfday November aSth, 1749, in the 
part of 2^nga, which he played three fucceflive nights, in 
which, as a good judge exprefles it, he difplayed an altonifhing 
degree of beautiful wildnefs, and at times fi;ch ej|.traordinary 
marks of genius broke forth, as evidently indicated his future 
greatnefs. — His next chara<$er was Richard, after which l>e 
took occafion to quarrel with the maQager and went to Lon- 
don ; he Qiad^ his deb\^t there in Richard, with diftinguiflied 
advantage. Moflbp had a fl^ong and harmonious voice, which 
could rife from the loweft note to the higheft pitch of foun4, 
and was indeed one of the mofl: comprehenflve ever heard. 
He excelled moft in parts of turbulence and rage, of regal 
tyranny and fententious gravity ; and though at an ador he had 
many defeds, Moflbp was va. London, after Garrick and 
Barry, the mofl applauded and valuable adfcor. He cotitinued 
adling with fuccefs in London and fometimes in Dublin- *tiU 
the year 1 761, when he commenced manager of Smock-alUy, 
19 oppoiition to Barry aod Woodward, which ended in his 
ruin, and, though he coiild not wrcfi the fceptre from them, 
%% paved the way for their deilru(%ion alio. Aftc much foli* 
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citude and various turns of fortune, finding himfelf (hut out, 
both at Drury-lane and Co vent-garden, he died at Chelfea in 
extreme poverty, November 1773. It is faid he had but one 
half-penny in his poflefHon at his deceafe. Mr. Garrick pror 
pofed to bury him at his own expence ; but Mr. MolTop's unck 
prevented that offer from taking place. Thus we may apply 
to poor Moffop what was faid of another unfortunate genius, 
Butler,—* He aiked for bread and he received a ftone !' 

Henry Woodward died April the 17th, 1777; as a comic 
performer he long flood unrivalled in his call of parts, and in 
private life conduced himfelf with honour and refpedability. 
By perfevering induilry and the dint of faviug he had fcraped 
up near four thoufand pounds, mofl of which he lofl in his 
Crow-fbcet fcheme, where he was induced to commence ma- 
pager in co-partnerfhip with Barry, the effedls of which he 
ieverely felt tp his iafl moments* 

David Rofs, a native of Scotland, of honourable extradion, 
was fometime proprietor and manager of the theatre in Edin- 
burgh, and an excellent though irregular ador; he was of a 
convivial difpofition and much devoted to the gratifications of 
the table. In the year 1 788, I found him confined to his bed 
depending upon the cafual bounty of any friend that called on 
him, or to whom he had means of applying. He died flnce ia 
the country of England, an unparticularized member of a tra- 
velling company. 

Fage ai, verfe SIJ, I>igges highly born, &C. — Wcfl Digges, 
Efq. was born in the year 1720; his father was Col. Digges, 
of the guards, a gentleman of family and fortune, and nearly 
allied to fome of the firib nobility in England ; at his death he 
lefc his children, two fons, to the guardianfhip of the Duke of 
Montague and the late Earl Delawar. To the title and 
eflate of the latter mentioned noble peer, young Digges was 
then aad for many years after, prefumptive heir.— He was for 

fomc 
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iome time ia the army, which he quitted and embraced the 
profeifion of aji a«ftor, firft at Smock-alley, Wednefday, No- ^ 

vember ay, 1 74^^, the very night before Moflbp appeared.-^ 
Except Barry, the public had never till then beheld fo iiniihed J 

9 figure as Mr> Digges, and his performance, in the judgment 
of his auditors, was equal to his appearance ; the part was 
Jaffier, in Venice Prelerved. He remained on the Dublin 
ftage till the great riot, Feb. ad, 1754, to which he was greatly 
acceflary ; but went afterwards to Edinburgh, where he became 
manager and a confiderahle favourite. After many caprices 
of fortune, a miilrefs who moftly feemed obdurate to his foU- 
citations, he returned in his old age to Dublin, and died of a 
paralytic ilroke, which attacked him at rehearfal, under which 
calamity he labpured many months wholly dependant gn gra- 
tuitous afliftance for his iiipport. 

Page 2l,verfe s^S' — Mr. James Wilder, a good comedian, a 
a moft refpedlable citizen, and to fum up all a worthy honeft 
man, was bred a herald painter. He and Mrs. Wilder, 
his firft wife, arrived in Dublin from Drury-Iane theatre early 
in the feafon commencing in 1756. It was the winter of Mr. 
Sheridan's return to Ireland after an abfence of two years, in 
confequence of the great riot which drove him from the ftage 
and his country in the year 1 754. The mifts of prejudice 
and party were now nearly diffipated, and the public began to 
look upon Mr. Sheridan as a much injured man, to whom 
they were under infinite obligations, which could no other way 
be compenfated than by reftoring him to the ftation he had 
lately held with fo much honour. On his arrival he fet about 
the re-eftabliihnient of the ftage with alacrity, to repair the 
theatre, get new fcenes painted, and make additions and im- 
provements in the wardrobe ; nor was he remifs in procuring 
the beft entertainment for the public which the times and cir- 
cumftances would admit. It was on this occafion Mr. and 

» 

^fs. Wilder were engaged. They made their firft appeaiance 

at 
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at Smock^ey, Saturday December 17, 1756, in the parts of 
Macheath and Polly, in the Beggar's Opera ; in which they 
acquitted themfelves fo highly to the fatisBi^kion of the audi- 
ence, that they brought the opera once more into fafliion, and 
it was performed once a week during the feafon, upwards of 
twenty nights, befides benefits, to crowded houfes. In Captain 
Macheath Mr. Wilder took occafion to introduce « new fong 
called a Cock-and-a*Bull, which became a great faTourite and 
contributed greatly to the fupport of the opera, both this and 
the enfuing feafon. Their great fuccefs induced the manager 
to get up the elegant mufical entertainment of the Oracle, 
which alfo had a prodigious run. Mrs. Wilder was young, 
pretty and a good figure, and was efteemed excellent in giiis* 
parts. Her Cynthia and Wilder's Oberon were received with 
Angular applaufe. She was originally bred a Quaker, and had 
all the neatnefs in her appearance of that eftimable peopl^ 
When very young flie unadvifedly gave her hand to a military 
iiirgeon, who earned her with him to America, where he 
treated her unworthily, and, dying (hortly after, left her wit^ 
an infant on the breaft, deftitute in a foreign land ! muft the 
mother and her helplefs innocent both perifli ?— -Ihe joined a 
company of players there, it was her only alternative ; yet 
it ezpofed her to new and almoll unparalled diftrefTes, which 
1 have often heard her feelingly defcribe. It will be fufiicient 
to fay, (he travelled on foot, with her child, an infant 
daughter, in her arms, from one end of the Continent of 
North America to the other! Wilder afterwards met her 
in Edinburgh I think, and in his condu(5l towards her proved 
himfelfan.afifeiSlionate hufband, and a tender father to her child. 
His prefent wife — an excellent young woman ! — by whom he 
has feveral fine children, was eldeft daughter to the Honour- 
able Mrs. T— r, fifter to two Peers of Great Britain.—— 
Wilder, with the attachment of a fmcere warm-hearted man, 
remained with Sheridan till he gave up Smock-alley, ai|d 

fucceffively 
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fuccefiively engaged with the fame zeal in the fervice of 
Moflbp, Barry, &nd Ryder. But afterwards, difgufted by 
fomc ill treatment, he took his final leave of the ftage, Friday 
May 1 6th, 1788. 

The following letter to the author from Wilder, the morning 
after he had quitted the ftage, comes home to our point ; is de- 
fcriptive of the man, and proves the feelings of a worthy 
heart at a painful crifis. 

* My dear friend ! 

* Your note gives me both pleafore and pride— • 
thirty-two years of any man's unalterable friendihip is fuifict- 
cnt to convince the moft ignorant how to place their confi- 
dence — fuch a period has pafied without my being able to dis- 
cover a difference in you ; therefore your note is fterling coifi^ 
and I thank you for it. 

* I'fhall obey your mandate ; but ifi the firft place I muft tell 
yoUy that the addrefs has met with fuch univerial approbation 
from every one that I read it to, that had I complied with ge« 
neral requefts, it would take me half a year to write copies, 
which you may be aflured I have avoided. 

* I hope though, you will gratify the public with the ^ew of 
It—and don*t put your candle under a baiket ; but let your 
light fo Ihinc. 

* I have had three applications for the copy in order for 
publication ; one from a Mr. Campbell, whom I do not know 
and did not anfwer', as it came before I was up— one from Mr. 
Gilbert, George*8-lane ; to him I wrote, that it was not in my 
power without your approbation — to Mr. Lewis I did the 
tunc ; but advifed him to apply to you, as I am under the ob- 
ligation of his writing out three copies for me ; one to be 
prompted by, one for Hitchcock to manage the bell, and one 
tp be fent to the country ; the two firft I have fcnt for thi^ 
morning, for in my confufion (which -was not finall} I had 
forgot to bring them away

him from tbe great load of debts contraded in the couzfe of his 
management, for which he had been obliged to abfcond.*-*- 
Matters being thus linexpededly icttled, and 00 longer in dread 
«f his perfonal iafdfy from creditors, who by opprefling an 
hon^ man, eventually injure themielves, he returned home in 
lull hopes of carrying his fcheme of edncs^on,* the grand ob- 
jt6t of his life, into execution, and iatislying every pecuniary 
obligation of' his creditors, to whom, notwithftanding the ad in 
his favour, he cbnfidered himielf upon the principles of honour 
unremittingly engaged. But he was then in years, and, his 
health vifibly declining, he vras ordered to England to take the 
benefit of the waters and try a change of air. Accordingly he 
fet off to London for farther advice; and after, a fhort fUj 
there, intending for Liibon^ went to Margate, where the ninth 
day after his quitting his lodgings (Frith-ftreet, Soho) a period 
was piit to his cares and difappointments, Thnrfday Auguft 
x6di| 1 788 ; the] 69th year of his age.

— By miracle a thorn. — ^This alludes to tlic 
lamed Glaflonbury Thorn, of which tradition has handed down 
Tuch wonderful accounts.^The abbey of Glaflonbury is faid to 
have been funded about thirty years after the afcenfion of our 
Saviour, by Jofeph of Arimathea, who,, as well as> bis imme- 
diate fucceffors, it is affirmed, lived in a cottaj^e, made, as we 
no-w often fee them, of clay and covered with boughs reiviered 
i^'cather proof with draw ; 9ear the entrance of which, he 
(luck his (lafT in the ground, which taking root, as is fuperfli- 
tlouily alTerted, produced the hawthorn tree, faid to bloffom 
on Chriftmas-day. — That Jofeph of Arimathea was ever in 
Britain is doubtful, and, that the hawthorn, which was cut 
down in the civil wars, budded regularly on Chriflma&-day, is 
an impofition ; tho* - it certainly did about that feafon of the 
year. It is furprifing it did not occur, that Jofeph*8 ilaff was 
a piece of that very Tree of which the Crown of Thorns was 
made by the Jews for the Mefliah ; the circumilaiices would 
have favoured the fuppofition, and added weight to the miracle. 

Jeffrey of Monmonth, in his Britifh Hiflory, relates that 
in the abfence of king Arthur, on an expedition againil 
Rome, Modred, his nephew, being, conjointly with the Quee^ 
Guanhumara, entruiled with the ca;re of the Kingdom, corrupted 
the mattimoniai allegiance of his aunt. Arthur hearing 
this, prepared to revenge himfelf on the nefarious traitor, 
who audaciouily braved him on his return. They met in 
feverai bloody engagements, in the lad of which 'the perjured 
ufurper was flain, and the renowned Arthur himfelf, mortally 
wounded, was after the battle carried to the Ifle of Avallon 
(Glaflonbury) where he foon died and was buried. Succeeding 
legends add, that at the place of his interment a thorn was 
planted, or rather fpontaneoufly fprung up, and that its blowing 
on Chriflmas Day, was a miracle wrought by heaven in 
honour of our Britiih Hero, the day of his fepulture.

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ThU celebn ted thorn was cut dcrwn in the civil wan: A 
lacky circumftance, as a certain yooni^ lady (hrewdly remarked; 
lor oo the reformation of the kalendar, the poor thorn mig^ 
have been fadly puzsled, which the old or the new ftyle fhonld 
gotem the exhibition.

Chetwood, who was prompter at the Theatre Royal, Smock- 
alley, in his Hiftory of the Stage, London printed, 1749, gives 
the following account of this unfortunate Heroine, page 113^- 
* This young and amiable aArefs was bom in Ireland, in the 
year, X7a7; (he has a moft admirable improving genius; 
therefore it will be no wonder if flie foon reaches the top of 
perfc^ion. She has a liberal open heart to feel and eafe the 
diilrefles of the wretched. How amiable muft blooming 
beauty appear that forms the mind with every moral virtue ! 
Ihe has lately left this kingdom, to the regret of all lovers of 
the drama.*-— —In a very early period of fife (he performed 
under the aufpices of Mr. Sheridan ; he engaged her in London 
and brought her ovt at Ayngier-Areet, in Moatmia, Nov. zi, 
1744, the firft year of his becomiQg manager. This gcnftonan, 
whofe judgment in theatrical matters will kvtcc be coatefted, 
ia the year 1 788, not many mdntfas before his decease* being 
a&ed in a pretty large company, of which the author had the 
pleafare of being one» ' was Bellamy reidly very haadfonc?* 
anfwered, ' every body who law her tboii|^t£s.* The volatile 
Qttcrift then» rather pertij, added, he had heard from very 
good judges ihe was but as iodiffereat adbvfs ? then, replied the 
veteran manager, ^' you heard a lie." A tolerably marked 
approbation «f the lady's merit wlio had Created hiaa rather 
cavalierly in ^ her memoirs, then recently publiflied, ia which 
the curioius reader may find an ample detail of her li£e and 
Aiisfiortunes. Vidor in his hiftory of the fta^, and Hitchcock, 
page Z49 and 197, aUb give endenoe of her theatrical 
confequence. Mr. Sheridan, who was a man of veracity,

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often declai^d ia converfation on the fubjeifc, that he knew 
leveral field officers and even bilhops, \yho owed their advance- 
ment entirely to Bellamy, for which flie never received or 
evpei^ed die fmalleft compenfation ; which is confirmed by Vi^or 
in his letters, &c. The celebrated Woffington was more provident 
on inch occafions. It is reported from refpedlable authority, 
but wirii vrhat jitftice is not contended, that, on a late Right 
Honourable L. L. D's being appointed to prefide over a certain 
univcn-fity, flic received a douceur of joool. the fum ftipulatcd 
for h er good offices as folicitor in the biifinefs! ! ! 

The following genuine letters, for which we are indebted to 
Tate Wilkinfon, efq. of York, written fubfequent to the pub- 
lication of her memoirs, throw light upon the fubjedl, and are 
not in that colledlion.

|nent8; the theatrical hemifphere contained but fewftars; many 
of them were fet ; the profpe A was fair and open ; pains had been 
taken to perfuade her (he had talents ; there was no duty to 
combat ; there was nothing in her fituation to prohibit a trial, 
and if fucceis ihould juftify the meafure ! By the encourage- 
ment of friends, who are often officiouily indifcreet and fatal 
advifers, though, not unhappily for once, in her cafe it proved 
otherwife, fometime late in the year, 1753, (he went to 
London, and at Covent Garden, Thutfday January 10th, iJSAt 
made her firft public Entrd, in the part of Hermione ; fhe after- 
wards played Alicia twice ; the event decided in her favour. 
She returned to Dublin, where her con^u(ft and charader in 
life had fecured her a powerful party. Vidor and Sowden, the 
oftenfible managers, found it their intereft to engage her; ihe 
knew her price, and fUpulated for a falary of three hundred 
pounds for the feafon, which her attra<ftion warranted and (he 
pofitively received, ezclulive of her benefit, without forfeits 
•r deduiftion. In the year, 1757. Mrs. Gregory's fame had 
cncreafed fo much in Ireland, that fhe once more ventured 
over to play on fhares in Covent-Garden ; the eipedition 
proved lucrative, but not fuffidently to determine her ftay ; for 
ihe had judicioufly always an eye to the main chance : Dublin was 
her native home, there ihe finally pitched her tent, and for a 
length of years ihone in the tragic walk, and, in the reputation 
of private virtues, the ornament of Smock-alley. In this fiage 
«f merited profperity, Mr. Fitz-Henry, a young lawyer of 
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bmilj ind ibUitin, paid hi> uMreffn (o her, ud pleaded bii 
canle widi fucceCt.

•■cc iDioDg them at the Bar, on account of the |>rofefliaii of 
hii wife t bad Ihe been hi) miflreft, to a ceruintf the objefiioil 
miald not have occurred; a maiiifell Iblecitin on the'plei of 
delicacy, and in the code of morality without a precedent. 
Thii young gentleman alfo dying, Ihe W39 left a Iccond time a 
widow ; it wai indeed an affliiSing flrokc, for he deferved her 
aSeAioni.

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^-Ominous, it (honld feem^of their peftiferous Influence in focceed- 
ing^ generations ; for furely it cannot be uncharitable to fuppofe, 
they were all bitten y feeing fuch numbers devoted to the amuie* 
ment. Is it not wonderful in an age of hoaflcd rdinement, 
and general improvement, that cards alone, to which the fcxa 
and all ages are fo attached, fliould have remained fuch a 
iength of time precifely in the fame ilate they were originally 
brought forth ; and that fcarce one new game has been intnv 
duced ; nor has the advancement of tJic fine arts, painting and 
engraving, made the fmalleft alteration in the uncouth and 
dcfpicable figures they exhibit ? So fixed is tJic principle and 
permanent the motley gaxb of folly! yet thu* the Inventor's 
name, like the idolatrous founders of the temple of Ephefus, be 
buried in oblivion, he has eftablifhcd a more lafling monument^ 
that he wac, at leaft, no flranger to the babyifh difpofition of 
liuman nature, when left to itfcif uncultivated and unreftraincdj 
for man in his favage as well as polite Hate, in his dotage and 
bis childhood, equally betrays the propenfity to play. 

The profeflbrs of the Hermetic my{leries, who, from their 
intolerant chairs, reprobate the practice of others, would do well, 
ere they venture to tamper with the mote in their neighbour's 
eye, to cad out the beam in their own : Thus propounds the 
parable; and, as we are iuftruded in a well-known adage. 
Many talk of Robin Hood wht> never (hot in his bow; io 
thoufands have fquandered away half their life, ihnffiing and 
cutting the cards, who never dreamt the devices on them had 
any meaning, but what they tell for in the courie of play.

M ccclcflaftics, and thereibre the Spaniards, who ccrtaizdy received 
the ufe of cards from the Fiench, have CopJis or chalico 
inilead of hearts. 

The nobility, or prime military part of the kingdom^ art 
reprefented by the ends or points of lances or pikes, and our 
r^norance of the true meaning or refemblance of the figure, in- 
duced us to call them Spades : the Spaniards have Rfpadat (fwords) 
in Ilea of pikes, which is of (Imilar import, and, not improbahly, 
as we are fond of aping foreigners, Spade^ was an adoption 
dircdliy from th^ Spanifh [EJpada) which, with the game of Om^r, 
WU5 fufliiouaWe at court, in the time of Philip and Mary. 

By Diamonds are defigned the order of citizens, merchants 
and Tradefmen ; Carnaux (fquare fiones, tiles or the like). 
I'he Spaniards have a coin, Dineros, which anfwers to it, and 
the Dutch call the French word Carreaux, Stieneen, Acnes and 
diamonds, from the form. 

. , TrJU, the trefoil leaf or clover gr;^& (corruptly called Clubs) 
kViudes to the hufbandnien and peafaivts — How this fait came 
to be called cluhs, I cannot ejiplain, unlefs borrowing the game 
from the Spaniards, who have JSaJtu (ftaves or clubs) inilead of 
the trefoil, we gave the Spanilh iignification to the French 
£gure, as for a fimilar reafon in the other fuit, we fay, Sjutdes, 

The perionages exhibited in the hiftory of the four kings, 
which the French in droller}' fometimes call the cards, arc David, 
Alexander, Ca:i&r and Charles, which names were then, and iUH 
are, on the French cards. Thefc refpedahk names reprefient the 
four celebrated monarchies of the Jews, Greeks, Romans^, and 
Franks under Charlemagne. 

By the queens are intended Argine, Either, Judith, and 
Pallas, names retuintd on the French cards typical of Birth, 
Piety, Fortitude and Wifdom, the attributes refpei^ively afcribcd 
to each. Argine is an Anagram for Jiepna, queen by defceht.

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fiy the knaves were defigncd the fervants to knights, cfqnircs 
{Efcmysrs) (hield or armour bearers ; for knave originally meant 
only fervant, and in an old tranflation of the BiUe, St. Paid is 
odled. the knave of Chrift. So in French, Valets or Farleis^ as 
they were alfo called, and Pages, were officers or attendants 
formerly allowed only to perfons of the firft diftindion. 

Others fancy that the knights themfelves were defigned by 
thofe cards, becaufe Hogier and Lahire, two names on die 
Rrencfa cards, were lamoos knights about the time cards were 
foppofed to be invented ; the other two Lancelot and Hedor.

It would anfwer little p^irppfe here to defcribe ,at length the 
method of making cards ; in one refpe(5l however interefting to 
mankind, as it feems to have given the firft hint to the. inven* 
tion of printing ; as appears from, the early fpedmens. of that 
curious art at Haerlem^ and thpfe pr^erved ,in the Bodleian 
Library. The cutting of forms, moi^ds or blocks for the firft 
books at Mtntx, HaerUmf and . ^tra/b^rgb^ in, Germany, . fomc- 
time afcer the commencement of the 15th century, was pre- 
cifely in the manner pf that in- ufb for playing-cards, and the 
reft of the procefs very probably vvst^ the way of printing ufed 
by John Pamji^ Cofier^ MewUl^ and Others, in the infancy of that 
art; as might have been difco vere4 long ago, if it had J^een 
confideted, that ihe great letters in our manufcriptS| of upwards 
of a thou&x»d years ftanding, are .agp)pare9tly done by the iUnmi- 
ners in the method of card-making. Thi? 'art of, printing, 
though fp. lately introduced among us, is indeed of very ancient 
ftanding among the .Chinefe; but th^iz m^ner of printing is 
very different from ours, which, owing to the prp4igXMi8,n umber 
of. their chara(5):ers, they cannot perform, as we do, by feparate

rious DeliTerer, Klnp William the 3d.— This, from good au- 
thority, is a faithful abftraA of the hiftory and merits of the 
Right Hon. Lieutenant General Thomas Pearce. The late 
Charles William Pearce, ef^. his fon, attained, hjr fuccefliTe 
purchafes, the rank of Lieutenant Colonel, and was thirty yean 
a field officer in adual fervice ; his children, nieces to Sir Ed- 
ward Pearce, bait, grand-daoghters to the preferrer of Kiog 
William's life, women of irreproachable charader, reduced by 
ill*health and a complication of undeferred misfortunes, are 
now langnlihing in a ftate of extreme indigence.^—'* Work 
they cannot, and to beg they arc afliamed."-— — By the graci- 
ous interpofition and munificence of the Duke of Rutlaod, de- 
eeafed, one of thtm but a few months ago was releafed from 
the horrors of a prifon— fuch is the infiability of human great- 
nefs ! T hough the youngeft of four, fhe was led into thefe 
difficulties principally by her attachment to her fifters; an at- 
tachment the more laudable on her part, as they are but fillers 
in the half blood ; yet fhe might boaft, if that could avail any 
thing, a no lefs honourable extradion by the mother, and equal 
pretenfions to the favour of government.— William Lenthal, 
ffq. fath^ of Mrs, Betty French, wife of Mathew French, efq. 
of Ballyhubuck, in the county of Wicklow, Ireland, was grand- 
fon of Thomas Lenthal, efq. fecond brother of William Lenthal, 
Speaker of the Houfe of Commons in England, and great 
grand-fon of Sir Edmond Lenthal. Betty French was aUb 
nearly allied to Lord Vifcount Maflereene, her great grand- 
mother being a Skeffington and daughter of Sir William 
Skeffington, bart. of Filhwick, in Stajfordfhire ; and her grand- 
inother was coufin-german to John Vifcount Maffereene, who 
married the great heircfs of Clotvirortliy. She was alfo nearly 
rekted to the family of Sir Edward Deering, and her mother 
was Sir John Peyton^s grand-daughter. Catherine French j 
daughter of the above-mentioned Betty and Mathew French, 
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was wife of Lientenant Colonel Charles William Pearce, fon sf 
Lieutenant General Thomas Pearce, by Mary his wife, dau^ 
ter of William Hewes, efq. of Wrexham, in the county of 
Denbigh, North Wales, by Sarah his wife, daughter of Tho- 
ma3 Wayte, efq. GoTernour of Beeftonc Caftle in Che(hire, fof 
King Charles the firft, and fometime Colonel of a regiment ift 
the Mufcovite fervice.-— The eldeft daughters of Colonel Wil« 
liam Pearce, now far advanced in years, are wholly unpnn 
▼ided for: the yonngeft, whofe particular relatives are here 
more direAly the fubjed of attention, has been for fome time 
refident in the country, Goveraefs to the amiable daughters of 
a fenfible and worthy parent, who knows how properly to va- 
Iq« her merit. She is no doubt engaged in a moft ufeful and 
honourable department, the important duties of which, by the 
good fenfe and kindnefs of her patrons, (he is enabled to dif- 
charge with comfort and fatisfacSlion, and to contribute fome- 
thing to the fupport of her fifters.

near Lord Charlemont's feat at Marino, he lauded on the 
Strand, near low-water mark, in perfe^ fafety, amidfi: a pro- 
digious concourfe of people, who crowded to receive him. ' 
They teflified their applaufe, by carrying him in his Aerial 
Chariot, with the Balloon floating over it, on their ihoulders^ 
to Lord Charlemont's houfe in Dublin, all ranks of people 
vying with each other in congratulations on his fafety, and ad- 
miration of his intrepidity.

To this end he adduces various authorities, in oppofi- 
tion to the modern fpelling, Liverpool^ in favour of the tirtho- 
graphy ais he writes it, Leverpool, The author had a particular 
gratification in the perufal of Mr.£nfield*s elaborate and curious 
performance; for he confefies hxmfelf one of thofe i^hohave a 
partiality for die place. It was in a manner the place of his na- 
tivity; for tho* he was bom on fliip-board approaching the en- 
trance of the Merfey, it was the firft land he ever touched. The 
tcndemeft and affedHon of Uiegood people to whofe care-he was 
committed, he gratefully remembers, and can never pafs by thi 
happy fcene of his childhood vrithout a wiih to r^vifit it. De-' 
cetnber loth 1754, he landed atParkgate from Ireland, greatly 
embarralTed in his finances, and almoft the whole oif what money 
he had to bear his travelling expences,for which he was indebted 
to the friendihip of Meade Swift, a near relation of the Dean*s, 
he loft in his pailage from the New-Ferry to Liverpool. In con- 
fequence of which, as he was ignorant of the means of redrefs, and 
could not bring himfelf to exppfe his misfortune, he was obliged 
to walk in that fevere feafon to Loudon, on the ftrength of nine 
ihillings, accidently preferved. An expedition in which he expe- 
rienced*many memorable civilities ; but it nearly coft him his life.

dititant demands of the 1x»tiiian of the Ncw-Feiry, about three 
inilea aboYe Li¥ei:pool, on the Cheihire fide. The author ar- 
rived there, rather early for the tide, and wilhed his children 
ihould iec the town, which, when illuminated by the eyeniog 
fun, affords a beantifal pto f peft, going down the rirer. The boat- 
man, pcrcei^g the intention, ilipnlated for three crowns a piece ; 
hit fare, as afterwards appeared, not properly fo many pence* 
The time however was protraded, till dinner was called for ; bat 
avarice ftill found means of delay for the arrival of other paffen- 
gcrs, by which, night coming on, the original meafure was 
wholly defeated ; yet Charon infifted on the agreement, and with 
difficulty condefcended to accept half a guinea. If boards were 
put up at fuch places, apprizing fbangers of the fettled rates, it 
would prevent impofition ; and, as the Engliih are fertile in im- 
provements, if the names of towns and villages were in like 
manner confpicuouily placed at their rcfpe^ive entrances, as we 
fee on the Bath road, it would be but a trifling ezpence, and con- 
tribute much to the latisfadion of travellers. — ^The year follow- 
ing the author and his children were near being overfet in the 
iame boat, by one of the paiTengers, a drunken blade, infiiUog 
upon taking the helm. There was no agrreement this time, and 
the fame boatman, not recolleding his laA year's freight, gave 
his benedidte ! for fix-pence a piece.— A word to the wife !

The writer of this poem, who did not know of its infertion tiU 
the iheet was going to prefs, requeued that a note fhould be 
added, to prevent the mifconftniAion to which this line may 
DOW be liable, though it could not when the addrefs was fpoken, 
by obferving that the approbation here implied of the American 
revolution and its confequences, in reijpeA to regal pretenfionsin 
general, muft be fuppofed, fo far as it regards the affairs of 
France, to extend only to the overthrow of defpotifm there, and 
that the final cataflrophe of royalty could not have been in con- 
templation as it had not then happened. 

Some friends, who have cafually feen the preceding pages as 
they came from the prefs, on finding mention made of playing- 
cards, feemed to regret the author had not been more particular 
in the invefligation of their, firfl appearance ; others again may 
think he has already faid more than enough upon the occafion. 
Unimportant as the fubjed may appear, it has engaged the at^ 
tention of the literati. Three of the ablcft critics and antiqua- 
rians of the prefent age have taken it up, in the 8th volume of 
the Archsologia, London printed 1787, and, conmiencing at 
page 133, have gone to the extent of 44 quarto pages, endea- 
vouring to prove, what after all feems undetermined, the origin of 
cards. The French, Spaniards, Italians, Chinefe, Indians and Ara- 
bians, it feems, feverally lay claim to the invention; and the claims 

of 
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of each are fupporbed by numerous probabilities, cogent argu- 
mentation, and inconteftible authorities. Mr. Breitkopf, a 
Gemum writer of decided ability, in a quarto volume lately pub^ 
liihed on the gaming-cards, 'and the linen paper, a work fepletc 
with important erudition, deduces their origin from ^gypt or 
the Arabs, and from them, he contends, they were borrowed by 
his countrymen and introduced into Europe.'^It does not appear 
that Captain Cook difcovered any traces of cards in Otaheixe or 
New Zealand, tho* he mentions their excellence in the drama, 
and brought home with him fome curious ^ecimens of their 
linen manufadure. 

Neither are authors perfe^y agreed as to the perfosage« 
reprefented on the court cards, the zra of their exigence, or the 
import of their afligned attributes ; even the af^eliation of court 
cards was not always in ufe. The figured cards, king, queeo 
and knave were fometimes called coat cards, as bearing perhaps 
foBoe refemblance in their mode of habiliment to the ftate- 
coats of the kings or heralds at arms ; a remnant of ancient 
chivalry. Cards as well as other games, Ibme affirm, derive 
their origin from the times of chivalry. The kings, queens, 
knights and knaves all viiibly carry marks of that period. A 
pro<^, fay others, of their invention in the time of war, i» 
drawn from 

The Heart, as being the fymbol of courage. 

The Pique^ reprefenting the offenfive weapon, the pike* 

The Diamond, the defeniive weapon, the ihield. 

The Trefoil, implying plenty of forage. 

The four colours, they add, reprefent the four quadrilles or 
companies formed in a fquare at the caroufals. The queens, or 
ladies of diiUn&ion, are always introduced on thefe occaiions 
with the kings and knights. As to the precxfe heroes of anti- 
quity of which the kings on the cards are fappofed to be the 
fyxnbols, opinions, we have obierved, do not entirely coincide ; 
but there is no end to the etymologies offered for the names of 
the queens. The knaves too, in the rage of conjedlure, have ex- 
cited contention. In the opinion of ibme the knave was 

X X ' probably 
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probably the young prince, fon to the king and queen; a| 
Chaucer more than once applies the term knave, child, to the 
fon of a fovereign prince. The more general opinion is, that 
the knaves were attendants of rank and dignity; and, we are in- 
formed, that by Hedtor is to be underftood the Trojan prince, 
from whom the French claim defcent ; Lancelot, was one of 
Arthur's heroes ; Ogier, one of Charlemagne's peers ; and La 
Hire, the famous Stephen Vignoles. A very clear cafe this! and, 
no doubt, a conclalive argument that cards originated in thole 
illaftrioui times when champions in complete fteel went wan- 
dering through the world in queft of adventures; againft which 
fome flight incongruities in their appointed offices, and an im- 
plied anachroniim in making charaAers of fuck different and 
remote periods ad in concert, militates not a wit : Viewing the 
circnmftances through other optics, it leads to a furmife, that the 
puiflant cavaliers and palfred damfels we read of, in the volumes 
of romance, are merely perfonifications of the card-paper gentry 
themfelves ; and the wonderful ftories of their prowefs and at- 
chievements but the ingenious fidlions of warm and creative 
imaginations ; a fpecies of allegory '^beautifully exemplified in 
one of Pope's happieft p^odudions, the Rape of the Lock, and 
in the martial encounters of the chefs-board heroes delineated 
by the elegant pen of his predeceifor Vida. Hence alfo it it 
no lefs apparent, that the honour of the invention of cards, of 
^which it cannot be denied they bear internal evidence, belongs 
wholly to the French, from whom, it is eafily deducible, they 
paffed through Bifcay into Spain. -^The oppofuion on this grand 
queflion equally founded in their conjedures, from as probable 
data, as genuine authorities, by the fame mode of argument, 
implication and affertion eftablifh quite contrary pofition»— — 
Jtifum teneatif amid ?

Such, my young readers ! is the general tenour of con}e(5lurai 
criticifm i yet in the light merely of amufement, fcarce any has 
greater recommendations ; ab{lra<%ed from more important bufi«> 
ncfs, it is an elegant way of paiHag a kifure hour ; much ufcful 
iUnowlege is to be gleaned in the purfuit, and nothing danger* 
ous to be apprehended, which cannot be affirmed of many other 
amufements ; gaming of a^y fpecies, or the bottle. 

In general, as to the notes and obfervations introduced to 
Ulufbate or enforce certain paflages in the foregoing pages, 
pleading guilty to the charge of prolixity, we Cfn only fay in 
extenuation, that they were not intended for adepts, whofe learn* 
ing, knowlege, penetration and good fenfe render the trouble 
and ezpence of notes for the mod part nugatory. They are 
calculated for the meridian of youth and inexperience, who, 
without fuch collateral lights, are often deterred from perufing, 
or perufe to little effe^, compofitions of acknowieged merit and 
utility. It is not expeded they can be in aU cafes alike intereft^ 
wg ; that which fails of approbation with Ibme, may contribute 
to the entertainment and inflru&ion of others. We have dwelt 
pretty largely on the fubjed of the flage and the difcouragc- 
raents attending it as a profeflion. It is a topic frequently agi- 
tated -; the controvertifls may here colled arguments from fads, 
which their own experience could not have furnifhed, and in this 
4ctached form they may cquij: better recommended to our 
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younger readers than if more fyflematically inliflcd upon. 
Queftions of this kind, however exploded by pedantry, or flouted 
by the fupercilious, have daimi to attention. If whatever tends 
in a great degree to improve or corrupt the tafte and morals of 
the people be of confequence to the community, of this nature 
indifputably are public amtifements ; but the influence of pub- 
lic amufements, as well as their perfe&ion, greatly depends on 
the condudb of the parties executively concerned, the procura- 
tors and dirc<ftot;g of them ; they arc but ftewards to the public ; 
the public confequcntly arc intcreftcd in and have a right to 
take cognizance of their behaviour :— And who are they moft 
likely to be afieded by it ? The rifing generation ; he muft then 
be cold and phlegmatic indeed who can deliberately aflert that 
the lives and chanufters of perfons fo likely to influence the 
riling generation are matters of indifference. 

If it b« true that hiftory is the bcft fubftitute for perfonal ex- 
perience, and teaches by example to be good and happy, inftead 
of knowing a little of the hiftory of kings and courts, for a 
little is idl the generality of readers can know, would it not be 
as weU to look more narrowly into the hiflory of man ? Biogra- 
phy, tho* not the moft fplendid, is an important branch of litera- 
ture ; menooirs and anecdotes of particular charaders and per- 
fons approQchiiig the general level, of whatever defcription, 
are not without their ufe ; perhaps of more real advantage in 
the fchool of haptpinefs^ than thofe mtdti&rions tomes, iluffed 
with inflated details of tyrants, conquerors, demagogues and 
ftate-jobbers, whofe head-long ambition, fanguinary triumphs, 
baleful proje^s, infidious machinations and nefarious counfels 
blot the page of humanity, and tell for nothing in the private 
walks of life.

Lawyer's Prayer, Ordain d io tread^ &c. — is part of a familiar 
cpiftle, dated Middle Temple, Qiftober 1759, from T. S. Elq; 
to Bany Yelverton, £fq; (theprefent worthy Lord Chief Baron 
of Ireland,) at the Academy in King-ftreet, Dublin; of which 
he VTOS at the time principal daffic niafter. Mr. S. fiace de- 
ceafed, was the Baron's cotemporary at College, and the parti- 
cular friend of our author, who, on feeing in the Whitehall 
Evening Poll part of this epiftle, which had been before pub- 
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liibcd oodcr Mr. S't. own infpe^on, feot him the Elegy, p. UU 
of this Tolume. Coonfellor Spring died 'on circuit of th&- 
jsul-fever, contradcd from fome infe^ed prifoners, brought iota 
coun for trial ; the contagion was alfo fatal to the Judge and 
leveral other gentlemen of the bar, who imbibed it at the lame 
time, and in a few days expired.
